LUNCH -AT A POTHOUSE. 

Describing she arrival at Rome, 
Moa Asquith writes :— 

“Woe lunched at « pothouse off 
Toacaropi and salad, and then 
drove: to the Coloaseum, the 
Forum, and the Capitol. I was 
spellbound with wonder and de- 
pression at the ruins of so much 
greatness and glory. The earth 
seems to have sighed so deeply 
that she shook off all her orna- 
ments. <A few fine columns like 
tiaras on faded feces, some 
tempant of joyous nobility—still 
stand crect and beautiful; but 
there is a look of fatality about the 
whole place which hannted me, 
and I never saw a sadder town, 

“It is dead and only the ghosts 
live. At every corner you feel 
the fotility of man and hear the 
faint, repeated echoes of laughter. 
A Ilitle child gambols over tho 
broken pavemert, and you feel 
tho greatness of God.” 

“NATION OF GREAT MANNERS 

Writing of Alexandria and the 
Egyptians, Airs. Asquith says:— 

*rhey are a nation of great 
manners over hare. The bow the 
gardeder gave me as if apologis- 
ing tor his gift of roses,” was 
splendid, full of grace and dignity. 
But, the poor are hideous!—the 
women like mummies covered 
with flies, and children like dolls 
of rags. We passed a tent in 
which an Arab wedding was 
going on, and Ieng, low, minor 
music: accompanied it. Our 
deagoman, whose English wanted 
interpretation, said. “One Arab 
takes one women—music—yon 
seo” 

LORD MILNER aT 4 POSY RACE, 

At Cairo they met Mr. Alfred 
(now Lord) Milner, who took 
them to the pony races, and thera 
is an amusing account of a meet- 
ing with a “” Mrs.——-—, s moat 
good-natured sort of woman.”

NOTES & COMMENTS. 
Enjoying a Life Sentence. 
The Wood-Forbea Mission 
which recently mada an extensive 
tour of the Philippine Islands in 
connection with the claim for 
Filipino independence must have 
hed some rather amusing ex- 
periences when thay ‘cama ‘inta 
touch with the administration in 
some of the out-of-the-way places, 
Wo learn from the Miadexao 
Herald that when the patty was 
inspecting the San Ramon Penal 
Farm at Zamboanga they found 
that ex-Captain Jose Balugat. of 
the Philippine National Guard, 
who is serving a life sentence for 
the murder of Gavernor Conrado 
Lerma of Bataan province, had 
not served one day in prison ainca 
his arrival in February. On the 
contrary. be bad been fitted ont 
with a furnished house outside the 
prison where he had since lived 
with his family and two prisoners 
from the prison as his servants. 
Qn the morning of the Mission's 
visit the man was taken into the 
prison hospital and put to bed, 
Mission would 
him inside 
the iastitusion. The dector told 
General Wood that the man had 
fever but an examination on the 
spot proved this to be wroog. 
Then it was said that he had 
eaten fish and had come in fora 
physic, on hearing which the 
Generalaskedif it were customary 
to give all ptisoners physic who 
had eaten fish for breakfast. Of 
course. the whole truth was soon 
‘discovered, the doctor admitting 
bis part in she conspiracy. And go 
it gaems to depend on whether 
one bas friendsat # prison whether 
you serve your sentence in 
the Philippines or not. In some 
of his speeches General Wood 
did not mince his words. He told 
one gathering that “the Filipino 
woman was the best manin the 
islands. She raised the family, 
saved the money, took care of 
the house, mended the clothes 
and helped out with the husband's 
gambling debts.” That was at 
least candid. But General Wood 
seems s popular bero at the 
moment and there are few who 
do no: think that his term of 
Governorship will not witness a 
great deal of progress both in 
administration and inthe geasral 
development of the native popola- 
tion. 


Unlucky Singapore. 

The Governor of Singapore did 
tot have a very pleasant task 
when making his annual Budget 
speech to the Legislative Council 
yesterday, jodging by the precis 
cabled by our’ correspondent. 
Down south they finished the 
lsear with the revenue over six- 
and-a-half millions below the 
expenditure, although a. large 
part of the Pablic Works pro- 
gtamme had been abardoned. As 
His Exeellency rightly said, the 
industrial slump overshadows the 
whole future position and with 
Malaya mainly dependent for its 
prosperity on rubber and tin it is 
easy to share the apprehension 
that cndoubted!y exists, Taking 
a long view, the future of the 
F.M.S. is undoubtediy assured, 
because the demand for its pro- 
ducts is bound to revive with the 
setiicment of the general situa- 
tion, but in the meantime it must 
be a case of going slow. Daspize 
the many protests which have 
been made by rubber growers we 
are inclined to agree with the 
official attitude which states that 
there can be no artificial bolster: 
ing up of the rubberindustry. It 
must be left t» the normal opera- 
tion of the laws of supply and 
demand to regulate the prosperity 
of the industry and, it bas been 
wisely pdinted oat, the Govern- 
ment does not exist for the 
betefit of one industry alone but 
for tte general community. 
Hongkong, which is enjoying a 
period of something. like pros- 
perity when compared to. its 
southern neighbour, will doabt- 
less feel sympathetic to its Singa- 
pore friends and tbe lesson to .be 
learned from a comparison of the 
two situations is that there is 
never a period of trade dullness 
which could not easily be a great 
deal worse. We often hoar loud 
complaints regatding the local 
povition and altbough Jt is quite 
tras that we Iack pre-war and 
war-time prosperity we are enjoy- 
ing @ fate much better than either 
Singapore or Shanghai. Hong- 
kong has indeed been fortunate 
in the way it has fared during 
the post-war slump; our Govern- 
ment cao find all the money it 
wants to pay ita way and to

And the companies’ 
travelling ‘expenses sre heavy, 
and all the artista and artistes 
being Earopeans, they have to 
get a Ecropean living wage. With 
all their exorbitant charges they 
don’t exactly make their fortunes 
in the East, or we should not 
continually hear of theatrical 
companies getting stranded. Let 
us hope that. the Warwick Com- 
any will get a better house than 
bas been the lot of some of the 
previous shows. If companies 
always have to play tobalf-empty 
bouses in Hongkong they may 
make up their minds to give us 
the go-by altogether.
